F( >R publicly displaying the central petition 
of the Lord s I'rayer "tiive us this day 
our daily bread" on the streets of Chi- 
cago, a peaceable and orderly parade of jobless, 
homeless, unemployed men and women was 
clubbed, slugged, ami shot at by plain clothes 
thugs of the police force. Sunday aftcrmmn. 
Jan. 17. 

A rally of the unemployed had been held at 
Hull House, in the heart of the West Side, and 
it was decided to make a peaceable public 
demonstration. 

Police-anarchists in disguise were in the 
meeting, seeking occasion to foment trouble. 
W hen the parade began, they forbade the 
hungrv. homeless, unemployed men and girls 
to walk the streets; and when these would not 
comply, they assaulted them with blackjacks 
and revolvers. I can only give my own story. 

1 was on my way to Hull House when the 
trouble occurred. Having seen the call for the 
meeting, but not knowing who was back of it 
or what the plan of procedure would be. 1 de- 
sired to attend and find out. 

As I approached Harrison and Halsted. I 
saw a crowd blocking the streets, with plain 
clothes bullies blackjacking men and assailing

eolluHlon with the -million dollar burglar trutt." 

A series of revelations regarding the partnership 
between crooks and holdup men on the one side, and 
detectives and police men on the other, has Just seen 
bared to the cltltens of Chicago. 

It hns been shown that many of the police are simp- 
ly crooks in uniform, preying on the underworld of 
vice and crime like vnltoret on a carcass. It was a 
man Indicted for leadership In this betrayal of ofti- 
elal trunt, tresson to his uniform, and enmity to 
society st large, who hesded the force of police that 
threw men and women Into prison fcr crying for 
bread. 

tilVF. I S THIS DAY 01 R DAILY BREAD! 
By edict of Ihese partners In all the crimes commit' 
ted under the sooty heavens that roof Chicago, to re- 
peat this petition commanded by Jesus Christ Is a 
crime and nn offense against the ttnte. 

Every winter about this time the "wave of crime 
assumes enormous proportions. Chief of Police 
Gleason only a short time ago nrgently petitioned 
the city council to increaae the force of patrolmen, 
to aid in the suppression of crime. 

Crime and unemployment go togetha . When men 
are denied a chance to work for s living and when 
cold charity offers only an insufficient dole, and men 
confront the alternative of starvation or violence, of 
course large numbors of them choose crime. Men 
who are compelled to sleep packed like sardines ou 
the bare doors of the municipal lodging house, and 
who are turned av ay in the bitter chill of a raw 
whiter morning wltV no prospect of anything better 
the next night, will sooner or later lose all respect 
for and allegiance to the society which compels them 
to such conditions. 

And when this condition is augmented and multi- 
plied a thousandfold by the criminal folly which ships 
Americu'H food across the world to feed the embattled 
murderers of Europe; when this nation threatens to 
ifo to war with a foreign land which stops our ship- 
ment of beef. — prevents us robbing our starving 
people of their own substance to ke«p murderers in 
strength— then who can wonder that they on whom 
the burden of this monstrous Idiocy rests, wl'.l cry 
"Life first law second!"

FIGHTING FOR THE JOBLESS 

IN BOTH state and nation the Socialist 
party is now preparing to meet the 
problem of unemployment. 
The one Socialist congressman and the 
31 Socialist state legislators are at work. 

National legislation on this subject is now 
being studied by Congressman-elect Meyer 
London who goes into office March 4. 
Among the proposed national measures 
may be mentioned the following: 

1. A comprehensive system of nstional, stale 
end municipal free emplo>ment bureaus. This, 
of course, It only a temporary measure, but Is the 
best that can be proposed under the exltttag 
capitalistic system. 

In spite of the orgeat need for messures of this 
kind, nothing has been done by congress so far. 
Meyer London will tnke this mntler up In an act- 
he way, and In that he should be supported hy 
our Socialists In the various state legisletsret, 
through memorials addressed to congress. 

2. Government works. Another measure that 
will donbtless be proposed In congress will look 
toward the development of pnblle works hy the 
federal government Every extension of the gov- 
ernment act! Titles along these lines will help to 
give work to the unemployed. 

a. Government loaas to states aad ■ealehpal- 
Itles. The third line of measures which will aid 
In the solution of the problem of uuempleyateat 
from the nstional government would he loaas to 
states aad municipalities at a very low rale el 
interest, or perhaps no Interest at all* to eaakle 
them to embark in public works. 

4. t'aemployment Insurance. PtotIsIob tor 
unemployment laturaaee on a national seals 
should certainly he Included. Jutt at theeoas. 
munlty It arranging to protect the worker sgaaitt 
lost by Industrial accident H should also protect 
him against lots by Involuntary Idleness. 

In the state legislatures, measures may be la* 
trounced attacking the problem of nsemployment 
at various points.

The Desplalnes street police station waa built In 
1685. thirty years ago, and has never been changed 
or altered. The only sanitary arrangement in the 
cells Is a gutter running clear along the row from 
cell to cell filled with running water. 

We were Jammed together sometimes four or five 
In one cell; l had only one cell mate, a man who had 
been dlscharned from the hospital Saturday night, 
but by a beautiful display of municipal Intelligence 
was kept In jail two nights and a day for the crime 
of applying to the hospital for treatment of a bruised 
log. 

The whole six hours that I was there— from 4to 
10 p. m. - the jail rung with the strains of The 
Marseillaise and an occasional snatch of tho Inter- 
nationa!. In Russian. French and English. 

All of the 21 prisoners demanded a Jury trial. Wo 
were held on three charges, rioting, unlawful assem- 
bly, and unlawful parading. The first is a state 
cbsrge. the others a city charge. 

It may be mentioned thst the "unlawful parading" 
tUtute has been declared unconstitutional a nunJber 
of times by the state supreme court so that the action

If truth prevails over falsehood, It la evident that falsehood mast first 
eefabllsb tteetf against truth. A lie may hare ao lege, bat It geta there 
just tho aaae. for the time being, and that la all that those who use It 
expect from It 

Ae a eoaaequence. falsehood haa been brought to the standard of a 
fine art, and la manipulated In a thonaand Ingenious ways to look Ilka 
truth. The politicians, the economists, the pulpit, and all the channels 
of public Information, aa well aa the press, uae It In this way. 

We Socialists do not claim to be the abaolute truthtellera and the 
others abaolute Kara. We try to bring certain questlona before the work- 
ing class public, for their consideration. But when we do ao, tho capital- 
ist preas always attempts to divert their attention, and they can only do 
It by the unscrupulous uao of a thousand clever forms of falsehood. 

HENCE. 01H SOCIALIST preas. papers like THE AMERICAN SO- 
CIALIST, the New York Call. The Milwaukee Leader, the Appeal to Rea- 
son, and others, constantly hold this matter up to the attention of their 
readers, and thua get on the nerves of superior persons, who are not So- 
cialists, because they think they are too Intelligent. 

It la perhaps a shame to offend these worthy ones of little brains, but 
under the circumstances It cannot be avoided. 

Besides It is not exactly true, that as this high-browed one declared, 
we "make altogether too much of the capitalist press." 

To state It correctly, and of course we could not reasonably expect 
that such as he could properly formulate It, the complaint should really 
run, not that we make altogether too much of the capitalist press, but that 
we make altogether too little ot our own.
